PROBLEM. 


: AMERICAN. COMMITTEE'S, 
REPORT. 


New. York, Oct.‘ 19.-—“Generally: 
spenking, we are agreed that extra- 
territorinlity should be ubolished, 
and that customs autonomy ‘should 
be given to China, “We are not 


“ 4 fully agreed at this time whether ' 


the abolition of extraterritoriality 
and the giving of customs autonomy 
should be by ono stroke or whether 
it should be by progressive stages.” 

The above was one of the out- 
standing, points in one of the 
several reports just presented to the 


‘Imembera of the. Conference on 


American ‘ Relations with China 
which met recently in Baltimore. 
This report went on to say: 

The method of approach to the: 
Chinese people and Government is 
of extreme importance .,..There 
is a good deal of difference betwean 


“Tour insisting that ‘they must do 


certain things first of all, and their 
coming to us, in return for assur- 
ances that we give. them, with pro- 
mises on their own part to do cer- 
tnin things that will make possible 
the realization of those principles 
und purposes upon which We are 
agreed. ; 

‘We hope that. . . these parties 
(participants in the forthcoming 
customs conference and in thd come 
mission on extraterritoriality), 
meeting on a platform, of complete 
equality, will be able to come to 
an accord as friends and brothers 
in a.great family of nations. 


We hope that our Government. 
will most earnestly and in the most 
effective way possible endeavour to: 
secure the agreement of. these five 
powers (China, ‘Japan, Great: 
Britain, France, and the United 
States) in carrying out the recom- 
mendations which will be'made by 
the conference in October and by 
the commission that meets in 
December. ; 

At the ‘same time we tiink that 
our Government should have ‘the 
firm purpose of acting! independent- 
ly if it'is found impossible within 
a reasonuble time to secure the con- 
current action of the other: four 
powers. * 

The discussion of the. report ‘be’ 
fere ‘ils adoption brought. out 
several other distinct divergences. 
Two of these found expression subs- - 
tantially as follows: ‘ 


1, The adoption of a report re- 
commending the abolition of extra- 
territoriality and the granting of 
customs autonomy would encourage 
certain groups in China‘ to expect’ 
much more in the way of drastic 
early action than can possibly, be 
carried out by the United States, 
which is by no menns the enly 
nation concerned. 

2. .The hope expressed i in the re- . 
port that our Government will take 
independent action if ft cannot 
ywithin a reasonable time secure con- 
current action of the othe powers, 
may prove embarrassing in the 
fortheoming negotiations in China. 


CLEARING, HOUSE FOR OPINIONS. . 


The Conference renlized that its 
object was not achieved with the 


_;eonclusion of its sessions... As one 


member said near the close, “It has 
been a real clearing house of 
opinions regarding Chinese-Ameri- -* 
can relations. It should not stop 
there. Several members have... 
voiced the feeling that 2 subsequent 
conference, after the completion of 
those on customs and extraterri- 
toriality at Peking would be™ desir- 
lable’ 

The report of the committee con-_, 
cluded as follows: " 

Finally, the Baltimore Conference 
revenled rich resources in our own 
country for widening our under- 
standing of Chinese-American re- 
lations. It suggested the socinl 
power that ‘is generated "when 
experty: in international relations 
and spokeamen. of organized 
‘opinion’ and of large interests in- 
‘volved combine in a common educns 
Jtional effort. In the immediate 

future there is sure to be intense 

interest in the progress of negotin- 
tion in Peking. It ig hoped that 
each Installment. of news from 
there, bringing home the realities . 
of the situation, will lend on- 
couragement to carry furthor the 
{distinct service of the Baltimore 
Conference of American Relations 
With ,Chins:, that of helping ‘those 
related to the various groups con» 
cerned to clarify theiy views and to |‘ 
modify their policies in the prosenco, 
of one angie: and of the facta..

The Water Supply. 


Once again, conmmencing with 
to-day, has it become necessary 
to restrict.the supply of water in 
what aro known asthe rider main 
districts. At first sight, this may 
appear somewhat strange in view 
of the fact that the population of 
the Colony is probably not so 
large as it was a year ago, whilst 
the rainfall for the past ‘oleven 
months has been higher than the 
average for this period. But there 
are other. factors also to be taken 
into account, notably the contents 
of the Colony’s esérvoirs. An- 
alysing the latest figures to hand, 
we find that almost without ex- 
coption thera is less, .water in our 
reservoirs than> was the case a 
year ago, the most notable in- 
stance heing at Tytam, where the 
reading on the Istiof this month 
showed that the water was more 
than 34 feet below overflow, 4s 
compared with about eight fect 
last year, Taking all the Hong- 
kong resérvoirs into account, we 
observe that there are. 34! 
million gallons less in. hand 
than was the case on the 
same date in 1924; whilst in 
Kowloon there is a,shrinkage of 
13 million gellons, despite the 
fact that there ure nearly 86 mil- 
lion gallons in storage at the 

hek Lai Pui reservoir, which o 
year ago didnot exist. The rain- 
fail figures are somewhat decep- 
tive, for although it is true ‘that 
we are at present above the aver- 
age in this respect, the total fall 
fore the eleven months of this 
year is some ‘ten inches be- 
iow the figure for the same period 
in 1924. The authorities we may 
be sure, do not put the Colony on 
restricted supply except when 
this is. considered absolutely 
nocessary. In Navembor of last 
year the supply was curtailed, 
but for the same month this year 
no restrictions were applied, so 
that consumors have at least that 
conéolation. Under normal con- 
ditions, no great amount of rain 
is to bo oxpocted for some months 
to como, and thugs it becomes 
nocesaury to conserve what water 
we have. But we'look to the day 
when the big schemes now in 
hand will make'it-quite unneces- 
sary to curtail supplies during 
any part of the year. . wa.

CANTON UNIVERSITY. 


NEW CHANCELLOR ~ 
ASSUMES OFFICE, 


A report from’Canton states 
that on Chan Kung-pok assuming 
the post of Acting Chancellor of 
the Kwangtung University, on 
the 2nd inst., only a few mombers 
of the Faculty gave hima wel- 
come, and over seventy of tho 
professors and instructors, ‘ond 
othor members of the staff, carried 
out ‘their threat to resign in a 
body on the day of his assump- 
tion of office. 

“Tt js further stated that Chang 
Kung-pok intends to recommend 
the Government to take strong 
action ‘ngainet those who have 
left the University service with- 
out giving notice. In the course 
of his inaugural address, he suid 
there wore several important mat- 
ters which he wished to carry out 
during his. tenure of office, and 
tho first was a night school for 
those who could not spare the 
time and moncy to be regula, 
students. This would  cntai 
additional expense in. employ- 
ing ten more instructors, but 
it was gratifying to him to 
inform the ,Univorsity that 
sufficient money hed been. pro- 
mised ‘by three or four of the big 
éoncorns, such as the ‘Nanyang 
Brothers Tobacco Company, the 
Water Works, Electric Light 
Company and the Railways, for 
sevon chairs, and for three ro- 
maining chairs ho hoped to obtuin 
funds from other large companies. 
His second object was to enlarge 
the University’s library, so os to 
permit the public to make use of 
it, and in the third. place ho 
wanted the University to work 
with the Government in all ques- 
tions of finance und economics. 
Lastly, he desired the establish- 
mont of a lecturing dopartment 
to which 'men of high repute and 
export knowladge could be invited 
to givo

“Six English vowels are used to 
indicate 47 separate and diatinet 
phonetic sounds," Dr. Vizetelly 
tells you. “And 21 consonants in- 
dicite 70 different sounds. Fur- 
thermore, 22 of the 26 letters are 
silent in certain combinations. 

“What is a forejgner to do, for 
instance, in spelling from sound 
such words as cough, dough, 
slough and tough?” : 

‘The remedy, Dr. Vizetelly be- 
liever, is a revised alphabet, He 
would provide reinforcements and 
supplemonjary “burden bearers. 
Tentatively, he suggests a new set 
of G2 urbitrary. symbols, madifica- 
tlons of the present alphabet. fig 

“One symbol for one sound 
throughout the language is) the 
ideal upon which the revision 
should be based,” declares the 
word expert. ‘ 

“Having agreed upon .a --new 
alphabet, its use could be obtain- 
ed in time through adoption by 
educational institutions through- 
out the world. A necessary ac- 
companying step would be the 
convening of an international 
committee of experts in spoken 
English to agree upon a standard 
of pronuniecation. for words whieh 
‘now are variously pronounced. 

“Cuch a dream may be but a 
theory after all, But theories 
have become fac{s far too: often 
for anyone with his, wits. ‘about 
him to say that the ideal of a 
uniform standard for sound values 
of sounds is impossible of attain- 
ment.

HOW FUNDS ARE BEING | 
APPLIED. 


_On January 8 of this year the 
Doan and Chapter of St. Paul's, 
aftor consultation with the Lord 
Mayor of London, ‘appealed 
through the Timex for o auns of 
from £120,000 to £140,000 for the 
preservation of St. Paul's 
Cathedrul. Thanks te the gen- 
orosity of the public the large 
sum was reached by January 22, 
On August 26 we announcod, that 
the fund had‘passed £250,000; and 
donations have not yet ceased to 
reach us, comments the Times in 
mail wook. : ee: 

The time will come when the 
Cathedral authorities and the 
others now joined with them in 
this great tusk will bo able to say 
to each subscribor:; “Si eventum 
requiris ciréumspice.” The work 
you entrusted’ us with ix done; 
the Cathedral is sefe. But that 
time cannot be yet. Itis natura 
that those who have given to any 
of the funds should wish to know 
that progress is being. made with 
the work, a

The foundations, it is 
held, may be trusted to go on 
boaring the enormous weight: it 
ig the piers that must be fortified. 
When this has been accomplished 
in the crypt, the same process 
will be begun.on the. Cathedral 
floor, two of the piers having al- 
ready been made secure by the 
Cathedral authorities before the 
present appeal ‘was iseued.’. Tho ' 
work in the crypt may. probably 
be finished carly next year. Let 
us suppose that, perhaps by the 
end of noxt year, perhups later, the 
core of every pier-has been made 
solid. . Thon will come an opera- 
tion which, it is thought, may be 


even longer and more. difficult 
That operation is tho roplacing of 
faulty stones by. sotind stones in 
the masonry of the piers. The, 
failure of the cores has thrown 
tho weight of the drum and all 
above it—of “the three domes of 
St. Paul's” which we described 
the oarly days of the fund—on to 
the masonry, which was never 
intended to bear it unaided, and 
was rendered the more unfit to 
bear it’ by the contractors’ dis- 
regard of Wren's instructions 
about the proper use of iron rods. 
The effect has been to split and 
break a number of tho stones—a 
numbor which on examination 
tas the Cathedral’ authoritios 
found in their work upen_ the 
north-east ‘and two  southorn 
piers) may be found to involve 
the replacing of many tons of 
masonry, And bosides all this 
there is yet another great under- 
taking—the bracing of the drum 
with a motal hoop. me 

WORSHIP DURING REPAIRS. 

“A great saving oftime is now 
eftected by the separation ofa part 
of the Cathedral where services 
may be heldwithout interruption 
‘of the repairs. Before the works 
-were begun.on tho present scale 
it was impossible to hold services 
inethe din of the modern sub- 
stitutes for axes and hammers; 
and the regular and special ser- 
vice in St. Paul's Cathedral take 
upamany hoursof the week. Now 
the high alter has been. brought 
down into thenaveand set up de- 
cently and in order just cast of 
the Wellington. Monument. A 
few of the choir stalls have. also 
been brought down, and Wren's 
beautiful wooden pulpit has been 
set up hard by. Behind the altar 
boarding has been run up to the 
top of the arch, stained o quiet 
green, and hung with fabrics.
